I asa glad to place certain questions before you by correspondence. 

!*s Ikjvs received a substantial number of proposals from AwridftQ 
scientists and Institutions for visits to the Soviet Union and for in- 
viting Soviet scientists to visit the United States. Ihese could form 
th* basis for on exchange program of substantial size. Pending our 
discussions la Moscow, we have responded to such Inquiries by suggesting 
tfc?st the originators of the proposals ccrassunieate by letter dir ectly with 
thslr Soviet colleague* „ It would be our preference to continue this 
procedure, reserving for arrangement through our Academy only -those visits 
■Umt my be of special Interest to us in eoaa©*ticn with our severe! 
undert aki n gs * At toe same time? we would wish . to c ontinue to provide an 
initial channel of comsmal cation, where necessary, for other proposed 
exchanges. Does this procedure commend itself to the Soviet A cademy of 
Sciences with regard to arrsngements within the Soviet Union, or would

you prefer that all scientific exchangee he arranged through the Soviet 
Academy? 

In this same connection, I should like to assign responeibl lity 
for day-to-day correspondence on exchangee to a member of my staff, 
reserving only basic policy dlecuasiooe for direct camnuni cation between 
the presiding officers of the two Academies. If you agree with this, I 
should be pleased to aek Or. Wallace W. Atwood, Jr., Director of our 
Office of International Relations, to serve as ay representative for 
this purpose and to ask him to canaunioate directly with whomever you 
name as your representative. 

The Lacy-Zaroubin agreement provides for scientific exchanges on 
a reciprocal basis. We should like to Interpret this reciprocity pro- 
vision broadly. Instead of seeking a person-f or -person exchange,, we 
should be glad to do what we can to facilitate all visits in either 
direction that are proposed on a responsible and scientifically reput- 
able basis, with the understanding that you and we would then review the 
situation after six months or a year to determine whether an equitable 
balance had been maintained. This procedure I believe would s implif y 
our task and avoid unnecessary delays in the plans of specific indi- 
viduals. Would you find this aethod of operation acceptable? 

Your reaction to the foregoing general questions would be most 
welcome.
